Sanitary report from Santiago. 

Santiago de Cuba, August 19, 1899. 

Sir : I have the honor to make the following sanitary report of this 
city for the week ended August 19. There was a total of 24 deaths in 
the civil population, an increase of 9 over the previous week.. The 
principal causes of death were as follows : Malarial fevers, 7 ; tuber- 
culosis, 2; intestinal diseases, 3; heart disease, 4; cancer, 2; other 
causes, 6; total, 24. Population, 34,000. Mortality, 36.76 per 1,000. 

During the same week there were no new cases of yellow fever and 
but 1 death. One case of fever appeared at Cristo, Maj. Eussell B. 
Harrison. It is here that headquarters have been stationed since Gen- 
eral Wood's return. This is the first case to appear there, though there 
has been free communication with the town. 

One vessel was disinfected, the steamship Maria Herrera, bound for 
Santo Domingo and Porto Eican ports.
